W e left Cairo on the sth of April for 
P ort Said, passing through the country 
where the Isra elites made bricks with­ 
out straw. 
W e followed the Suez 
Canal for many miles and saw numer­ 
ous vessels of India and A ustra lia pass- We 
ing through. 
The Red 
Sea sounds 
far away but her ships and 
water 
a re like our own. 
T h e voyage to 
Y a fa (Jaffa) is about fifteen hours. 
T h ere 
is 
no 
harbor 
and 
our 
landing was amusing and exciting: 
our ancher was cast a mile from shore, 
and I think there were seventy boats 
out to meet us: as each boat had eight 


rock through which Mahomet parsed 
in his flight to heaven and when tin* 
rock rose to follow him the angel Ga b­ 
riel used so much force to keep it down 
th a t they now have the imprint of his 
haud to show.

building is a conglomerate mas» of 
irregula r chapels 
under 
one roof, 
built to cover thirty-seven such places 
and 
pilgrims come by hundreds to 
worship at these shrines. 
At each 
one they kiss tho site, 
lay on it the 
rosaries, pictures, candles and staffs 
they have gathered to ta ke home, 
then count their beads. 
When they 
rea ch the sepulchre they spread their 
treasures over it, have them sprinkled 
with holy water and blessed. 
The 
church is owned by different sects, but 
there is so much 
qua rreling among 
them that Turkish soldiers ar<; alwavs 
on guard. 
Over on Mt Moriah they 
claim to have sorne

sites. 
The visit to the old temple ground 
is a very ceremonious affair.

must be accompanied by a representa­ 
tive of your consul, a Turkish soldier, 
a dragoman and a temple guide, and 
then they are under no obligation to 
snow you all. 
You cannot go alone, 
but pix years ago you could not gain

Here we saw the famed Mosque of 
Omar with its wonderful tiler, mosaics 
and inscriptions. 
It covers the grea t 


of Mary and M a rtha , over the Mount 
of Olives into the city.

low in “ The ea rthly footsteps of the 
Man of Galilee. 
W e drove to B eth le­ 
hem, where we visited the Grotto of the 
Nativity and were shown two mangers. 
Here the people a re much 
cleaner, 
more intelligent and better dressed, 
some of tho women are really hand­ 
some. 
Their industry is cutting pearl 
| shells and olive wood. 
On the 20th of April we started on 
our camping tour to Damascus.

first day out we were forcibly impressed 
with tho shape of the hill-sides and 
how well they were adapted to C hrist’s 
needs when tea ching tho multitudes. 
H is illustrations became more rea l as 
we 
become 
more familiar with the 
country and its customs. 
W hile wo 
took lunch at B ethel some one read the 
connection of Abraham, Ja cob and .Jer­ 
oboam with the place. 
Next day at 
J a c o b ’s well the guide put a light into 
it to show us tha t the Sa m a rita n w< 
man spoke truly when she said tha t 
the weli was deep. 
W e passed up the 
valley between Mts. Ebal and Gerizim , 
to the Sa m a rita n town of Nablous. 
A 
converted Jew who has 
been 
there 
twenty-seven years as a missionary,took 
dinner with us and told us of the en­ 
mity which yet exists between the Jews 
and 
Sa m a rita ns. 
The 
Sa m a rita ns 
a re fast becoming extinct. 
We went 
t > see the Sa m a ra ita n Codex—listened 
to the high priest-’s brother tell tha t 
it was 3,523 years old, when we knew 
it was only a copy, perhaps 1,000 years 
old, but all they ever show. 
T h e olu 
city of Sa m a ria speaks of its splendor 
through its grea t rows of columns and 
its old gateway. 
W e found Jez reel, I 
Shunem, Nain, Cana, all towns of mud 
houses. 
Nazareth is peculiarly locat* d 
on a mountain and surrounded 
by 
mountains on three sides. 
The C a th­ 
olics have a church over the spot they 
c aim for C hrist’s carpenter shop, but 
an old synagogue spoken of by w rite rs 
as early as 570 is more likely to have 


be e n visite d by Christ than any other 
place except the hills. 
Tiberia s is a better town. W e rea ch­ 
ed it the day before the grea t .Jewish 
feast of the Passover and found it full 
>f life. 
The old walls of the city show 
it must have been of more than usual 
importance. 
Situated as it is on the 
beautiful S .-a of Ga lilee 
I 
thought it 
the most beautiful of all places visited. 
Our conductor arranged for our 
boat­ 
men to take us to tho mouth of the 
Jordon where it enters the «sea. 
They 
started just a fter lunch, 
five ¿oarsmen 
to a boat. 
They labored hard at the 
oars till five o’clock and had to give it 
up as the wind wa- against them.

passed the towns of Magdala: Pla ins of 
Gennesaarot, 
Chorazin, 
Bethsa ida 
Capernaum. 
Here we camped among 
tho mine. 
Our la»t camping place in 
the district visited by Christ was at 
Cmsarea Phillip, where are the grea t 
sources of the Jorda n.

pentanee and good works. 
Again, it is natural to ask what hap­ 
pened at the decease of a popular or 
“ fashionable” sin eater. Would anyone 
among his professional brethren under­ 
take to eat his sms, even in the first 
flush of satisfaction produced by step­ 
ping into his shoes? If m i , then, indeed, 
has the epithet of “ gallant” been right­ 
ly bestowed upon little Wales.

As to the Welsh practition 
i is to whom we h a v e compared them, 
we shrink from pursuing the analysis 
further. 
It is evident that, as in the 
-ehoolboy g a m e of “ conquerors," where 
a stone which can smash the smasher, 
of, say. L5 oilier stones takes over all 
its conquests, 
and 
becomes 
itself a 
“ forty fourcr,” so the responsibilities 
of these unhappy men might accumulate 
at an alarming rate. 
One hardly dares 
to contemplate tho internal condition 
of the sin eater of a sin eater who had 
in life attended a long series of other 
sin eaters. 
The cheese would be almost 
converted into Welsh rabbit before ho 
had got it down.

the mysteries of French coffee mak ing. 
The secret of tin- unsur])assed excel­ 
lence of their coffee, as explained in The 
Hoiix vvife, is that th y prepare it by 
means of iiltration instead of boiling. 
To boil collet ff to mb it of the “ triple 
extract” of its delicab 
aroipa. 
The 
French contrivance f< >r iiltration consists 
of a perforated porcelain tunnel, which 
lit> into a porcelaiti coiTe« *pot 
A ciicu- 
lar piece of filter paper lines tin funnel 
and is renewed at each coffee mak ing. 
The desired amount of ground coffee, 
according to strength and quantity, is 
placed in the pap« r lined funnel, upon 
which lln* boiling water is poured. The 
amber color d liltrate is clear as spar­ 
k ling champagne, of delicious flavor and 
full strength. 
Many may consider this rather an 
elaborate method of preparing a drink 
w hich is in such frequent demand. A 
good substitute arrang« moiit for iiltra­ 
tion is a muslin bag sewed on to a nar­ 
row, perforated ring of heavy tin. This 
is a much simpler method for obtaining 
the same end and is within the reach 
of all, 
which the authority already 
quoted tells about. Procure a china cof­ 
feepot—a tin can should never be used 
for cott’ei— and have made a tin ring, 
three-fourths of an inch deep, to lit the 
top of tlu1 coffeepot. 
The ring must 
have perforations one half inch apart, by 
means of which the muslin bag is at­ 
tached. 
Any tinman will mak e a ring 
of this description f< 
1* 5 or .10 e< nts. 
The bag is made of medium weight 
muslin, nicely rounded and tapering 
toward the low« -r end. If tin muslin is 
too heaxy, the iiltration will be to« 
slow; if too light, it will he too quick 
and the filtrate will not be so clear. Tin 
same bag mint not be us< d P o long. It 
tak es but a f« *w minutes to stitch a in w 
one on to th« ' ring. Ground «■•
